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Controlled Bum 
Above Altadena 


Historic Preservation 
Ordinance Before Council

The Angeles National Forest plans to conduct a con¬ 
trolled bum on the hills above Altadena. The bum will 
take place between March 28 and Junel, exact days de¬ 
pending on the weather. Smoke will be highly visible 
from local freeways and the foothill communities. 

The project area is in Fern Canyon, approximately 3 
miles north of the city of Altadena. Hikers and moun¬ 
tain bikers will not be allowed on the Ken Burton Trail 
the day of the project. This trail connects the Arroyo 
Seco drainage at Oakwilde Campground to Brown 
Mountain. 

“We’re aware that the residents who live at the for¬ 
est edge are very concerned anytime they smell smoke,” 
said Forest Supervisor Mike Rogers. “We want to en¬ 
sure that people understand this is a controlled bum, and 
it will help reduce the chances of catastrophic wildfires 
like those in 1993.” 

The fire will be started by a helitorch suspended from 
a helicopter. There will be a number of fire engines and 
hand crews staffing the project. Once this bum has been 
completed, it should reduce the fuels and lower the po¬ 
tential fire activity that could occur with Santa Ana 
winds. The bum will act as partial barrier for homes 
within the Meadows area of Altadena. It will also in¬ 
crease the food for the deer and other wildlife within the 
areas.

Into Honor Society

Diana Collins of Sierra Madre is among students at 
The University of North Carolina at Greensboro who 
have been inducted into Alpha Lambda Delta, the Na¬ 
tional Freshman Honor Society. 

Collins, of Ramona Drive, Sierra Madre, was one of 
113 students inducted at a ceremony recently. All in¬ 
ductees must have attended UNCG full time during their 
first semester and earned a GPA of 3.5 or better. 

Alpha Lambda Delta is a national society that hon¬ 
ors %ademic excellence during a student’s first year in 
college. Founded as an honorary society for freshman 
women at the University of Illinois in 1924, Alpha 
Lambda Delta became a national organization as chap¬ 
ters were established at Purdue in 1926 and at DePauw 
in 1927. 

Its purpose as stated in the constitution is to encour¬ 
age superior scholastic achievement among students in 
the first year in institutions of higher education, to pro¬ 
mote intelligent living and a continued high standard of 
learning, and to assist women and men in recognizing 
and developing meaningful goals for their roles in soci¬ 
ety. 


Antipodean fruit, Guatemalan snow peas, Chilean 
berries (and peaches, vegetables, flowers), oranges 
from Costa Rican citrus plantations, and other fresh 
produce grown in Central America and the southern 
hemisphere lures the supermarket shopper today farther 
and farther from the fields of home. Availability of 
year-round fresh produce of course robs summer of 
something special (cherries, for instance). But it comes 
at an even higher price. 

The booming agro-export business, spurred by U.S. 
foreign aid policy and international lending institutions, 
deforms the landscapes and economies of producing 
countries by turning fields and forests that once pro¬ 
duced a mix of crops for local people into a monocul¬ 
ture for export. 

Fruits, vegetables and flowers grown are standard 
varieties familiar to North America. Freedom from 
pesticide regulation helps ensure the desired homoge¬ 
neity. Tomatoes grown in Mexico’s Culiacan valley are 
chemically doused as many as 25 times to be ready for 
the U.S. winter market. Growers in Mexico regularly 
use at least 6 pesticides that are illegal in the United 
States. And more often than not these poisons come 
from the U.S. (From 1992 to 1994 the U.S. exported 
at least 344 million pounds of hazardous pesticides, of 
which at least 25 million pounds were forbidden in this 
country.) These poisons take their toll, primarily on 
farm laborers, who handle unlabeled substances while 
wearing little or no protective equipment. They also 
return to the United States as residue on export crops. 
27% of a recent shipment of Chilean grapes stopped at 
the U.S. border were contaminated with the endocrine- 
disrupting fungicide vin clozolin (compared with less 
than 1% of U.S. grapes). 

Even if the U.S. stopped its scandalous export of 
banned poisons and its scandalously rockbottom wag¬ 
es, there would still be good reasons for eating close to 
home. The farther away the produce is grown to suit 
North American culinary whims, the greater the ener¬ 
gy required to haul it home. 

As a consumer, you can help shape the global econ¬ 
omy by what you buy. If you shop in a supermarket, 
choose what is in season. Better yet, buy organic foods 
from your local farmer’s market. Best of all, grow your 
own.

QUESTION: I am planning to buy a 
new car and my primary cpncem is fuel 
economy. Fve heanl conflicting arguments 
as to which delivers better gas mileage, a 
manual transmission or an automatic. Can 
you shed some light on the subject? 

C.A. 

ANSWER: Generally, manual trans¬ 
missions deliver better fuel economy and 
perfonnance than automatics, but there are 
many factors to consider when making 
comparisons. Manual transmissions usu¬ 
ally have better gear ratios, and a fifth gear 
or overdrive, which uses less fuel when 
cruising at moderate or high speeds.- A 
number of automatii^ with ovenlrive are 
available; some arc eleciruiiicaily (com¬ 
puter) controlled which results in better 
mileage. However, regardless of which 
automatic you have, you will have less 
control over the fuel economy than with a 
manual transmission. For further compar¬ 
isons, you may want to get a copy of the 
"Gas Mileage Guide" published by the 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), 
available at new car dealers or EPA offic¬ 
es listed in the phone book. The guide has 
fuel mileage for all current models sold.

The State Court of Appeal (Second District) recently 
reversed a trial court ruling in the El Monte vs. Rodeffer 
and Arcadia litigation regarding Arcadia’s 1994 certi¬ 
fication of an Environmental Impact Report and ap¬ 
proval of a Conditional Use Permit to Rodeffer Invest¬ 
ments, Inc., to fill an abandoned sand and gravel pit lo¬ 
cated at the southern tip of Arcadia, just east of El Monte. 
Included in this reversal is a prior award of attorney fees 
to the City of El monte. 

This culminates a ten-year effort by property owner, 
the Rodeffer Corp., to fill the 155 ‘ deep former gravel 
pit as required by the State Reclamation Act with inert 
(non-harmful) materials. “Filling” the 85 acres not only 
makes the entire area safer, but also allows for eventual 
use of the property which is now dormant. El Monte had 
contended that Arcadia’s earlier approval action was 
inconsistent with the California Environmental Quality 
Act (CEQA), but the Court disagreed and held in their 
March 19,1997 decision that Arcadia’s Environmental 
Impact Report and the environmental process was “to¬ 
tally” proper. “El Monte has been fighting this for over 
ten years,” according to Arcadia City Attorney, Michael 
H. Miller, “at great expense to that City and to Rodeffer.” 
Miller further stated, “We tried to work with El Monte 
on this issue, but they wanted to litigate.”
